TE REACTION OF MR. KIER- 

nan, provincial minister -of agri- 
culture, to the immediate problems 
of British Columbia potato growers 
is the reaction of the convinced 
Social Crediter. As-a liever in 
Social .Credit» Mr.. Kiernan must be 
an outright protectionist, beside 
whom the Conservative ‘party looks 
like an old-fashioned free-trader. 
Since potato prices have fallen, Mr. 
Kiernan would prevent imports from 
the Unjted States. He would hold 
up prices to the tonsumer by limit- 
ing the supply. 

Mr. Kiernan argues that our 
tariffs on potatoes are not as effec- 
tive as_the American tariff. The 
rate of $7.50 a ton, he says. is the 
same in both countries, but in 
Canada it is imposed for only six 
weeks while-in the United States it 
remains throughout the year. There- 
fore, he argues, there is no “recipro- 
cal” trade. The bargain is one-sided. 
We must retaliate against American 
imports. : 

Mr. Kiernan ‘seems to forget that 
potatoes, ‘however important they 
may be to some producers in British 
Columbia, are an exceedingly small 
item in the huge tide of trade flowing 
across fe 49th parallel. He admits 
but seems to disregard the fact that 
in most years Canada ships- more 
potatoes to the United States than 
it buys there. And he ignores the 
much*larger fact that the United 
States is. buying the largest part of 
all Canada’s exports,. that our whole 
national economy (especially the 
economy of British Columbia) is 
based on an ‘abundant American 
market. 

It is true that in total we sell less 
to the United States than we buy 
there. That has been so for half a 
century or more. Our trade deficit 
with the United States has been 
more than covered by our surpluses 
in trade elsewhere. In the result, 
Canada’s total trade, wealth and 
employment have expanded on a 
scale equaled by few or no other

Canada could | 
have retaliated and started a strug- 
gle of tariffs the end of which no 
one could foresee—the sort of poli¢y 
which Mr. Low has always advocated 
on behalf of the Social Credit party. 

Wisely the Canadian government 
rejected this temptation because it 
knew that the Canadian economy 
would be wrecked by any serious loss 
in the American market. It is not 
to be expected that-Social Crediters 
will agree with this decision since 
Mr. Low has laid down a policy of 
whole-hog prgtection, going far be- 
yond the disastrous protective poli- 
cies of the last Conservative govern- 
ment under the late Lord Bennett.

Sometimes such phoblas are over- 
come. The really strong-minded set their 
teeth, grip the feared volume, and get 
through to its bitter end somehow.

The sur- 
prising thing is how often the book is 
then thoroughly enjoyed 

But such idiosyncrasies are generally 
reserved for the more emotional works 
of our literature. ~ They hardly affect 
the worthy Gibbon, the voluminous Saint- 
Simon, the interminable Carlyle.

yrs probably ignorance on my part, but I 
can only half agree with Dr. Sidney Smith, 
President of the University of Toronto, that 
there aren't enough “char- 
acters” in Canada. 
“Characters,” with quo- 
tation marks around the 
word, are a little like ar 
butus trees. They're swell 
in. somebody else's yard, 
but a nuisance in your own, 
And I'm not quite sure 
that I can accept the Smith- 
sonian judgment that “The 
most valuable member of 
Stots society is the man or 
woman who has the capacity for dissent, 
who sets up a resistance to mass movements 
and mass ideas.” Up-to a point, yes. But, 
looking back to meetings of the now defunct 
Victoria Press Club, I can't help thinking 
dissent can be carried too far on individual 
lines. 


In the old Press Club you could, if you 
were lucky; sometimes assemble enough 
members for a meeting. On good days you 
might have a dozen attending. When you 
tried to get down to business, you found you 
had a dozen of those individuals who set up 
a resistance to mass_ movements and mass 
ideas, You-found it-difficult to have any 
motion passed; Press Club ideas jumped- on 
a dozen horses and rode off furiously in 12 
directions at once—-which, I guess, wasn't 
a mass movement, but it was certainly a 
resistance to mass ideas. 


FATAL INDIVIDUALITY 


The Press Club, heaven bless it, is now 
dead. It wasn’t dull, but it had a genius 
for disintegration more fatal than the re- 
Strained decay of conformity. 


Dr. Smith wasn't talking about that type 
of individuality, I suppose. He ‘could argue 
quite successfully that he didn't want al! 
Canadians to be “characters”—just enough 
of them to throw in a touch of origmal 
thought and rebellion occasionally. He's proo 
ably worried about the herd mind and hoping

something will occur 
counteract it. 

But this business of “characterS™"is ditp 
cult. So very few of them are fittle more 
than-exhibitionists who run contrary to the 
general tide merely to draw attention to 
themselves. They want to be eccentric. They 
want péople to notice them. They want to 
be different just for the sake of being dif: 
ferent. And they become cinders in the 
public eye 

I've known people who stood in the rain 
bareheaded, with the water pouring: down 
inside their coat collars 4nd running out 
from under their trouser cuffs just so they 
could declare. “Beautiful day, isn’t it?” to 
anybody passing by. I've know them pick 
arguments with a man over the angle at 
which he wore his hat just to create a com- 
motion and attract the eye of anyone in 
the vicinity. | 
WORKING IT 

I've known people who've worked so hard 
to. be “characters” they've embarrassed and 
tired their friends and been little more than 
a_pain.in the neck to acquaintances, 

They've devoted large sections of their 
waking hours to being eccentrics for no other 
purpose than to be eccentrics, 

And I've known “characters” who’ were 
“characters” without trying and who were 
plain boring. because- of it. 

I'm all for the guy~ef the other. side of 
the barricades—provided he's not merely. fol- 
lowing another mass: movement alien to the 
one popular in his own locality. 

Unquestionably it would be good for Can- 
ada to have a Bernard Shaw or two—just 
so long as I didn't have to live with them. 
We could even benefit from another Stephen 
Leacock. Any human gadfly that would bite 
into complacency and smugness would be an 
asset 

But “characters”—I don't know. They're 
pretty inferior products when they have to 
be manufactured. And when you have enough 
individualists setting up a resistance to mass 
movements and mf&ss ideas, you're apt ‘o 
find you have no movements at all and have 
substituted crackpottism for ideas.

Trade Treaty 
Moving Ahead 


Most Favored Nation 
Treatment Suggested 


OTTAWA — Negotiations 
between Japan and Canada 
for a trade pact are moving 
ahead and an -announce- 
ment on the completion of 
the deal is expected shortly, 
it was learned here today. 

Japan is seeking .to have 
most fav ored-nation treatment 
granted to her by Canada: Such 
a concession by this country 
would mean a sharp reduction 
in the tafiff‘on Japanese goods, 
such as textiles, imported into 
Canada, 

Canada is believed to be con- 
sidering granting Japan “con 
ditional” MFN treatment, That 
is, she would reserve the right 
to revalue goods imported from 
Japan for duty purposes. 

With the negotiations now 
under way Canada’s delegation 
to the current session of the 
General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade meeting in Geneva 
has stayed out of the contro- 
versy over whether or not to 
allow, Japan into GATT. The 
British delegation has strongly 
opposed Japan's admission 
while the United States delega 
tion has favored Japan's entry 
STAND NOT CLEAR 

The Canadian government 
generally favors the admission 
of Japan to GATT, it is under 
stood. However, to date she 
has not explained her stand 

The question of Japan enter 
ing GATT has reportedly been 
referred to a special committee 
for study and report before the 
main Geneva meeting comes to 
a close next month 

The Japanese government 
meantime ‘has been pressing its 
case in Ottawa for the negotia 
tion ofa separate trade pact. It 
been pointed out that Japan is 
one of Canada’s best custom 
ers, whereas Japan's sales to 
Canada are comparatively 
small. Canada’s annual exports 
to Japan are in the neighbor 
hood of $1000,000,000, while 
Canada imports from Japan 
around $12,000,000 worth of 
goods. 

There is strong opposition in 
Canada among the textile man 
ufacturers to the granting of 
MFN treatment to Japan 

Under the proposed trade 
pact Canada would probably in 
#ist-en the right to invoke Sec 
tion 43 of the customs tariff 
under which the minister is em 
powered to fix the Value for 
duty of goods brought into 
Canada from Japan. That would 
automatically -bring into oper- 
ation the Canadian anti-dump 
ing law

Only concession to a machine 
age if you_may call it that 
are number of stock pat- 
terns used during each of the 
four seasons for obi weaving. 
These designs are punched ina 
series of holes on thick brown 
paper about one yard in length 
and the exact width of obi 
material (an obi is the sash 
used by Japanese women with 
their kimonos.) 

These paper patterns are at- 
tached to the tops of the weav- 
ing machines one to a, 
machine. The’ needies go 
through certain holes. for cer- 
colors as the machine moves, 
thread by thread. Most of the 
weavers memorize these pat 
terns: and the colors used and 
they work quietly and quickly, 
their index fingers on their left 
hand moving swiftly to keep the 
weave smooth and tight, their 
bare feet controling the treadles 
and ‘in their right hands,’ the 
shuttle stick 

The parent mill. has its own 
plant where the raw silk is spun 
and dyed. Then it is sent to the 
district ‘factories where young 
Japanese giris card it and wind 
it on large bobbins . . again 
by -hand ready for the 
weavers 

Sinji Fukiuyama told us the 
particular firm he represented 
had been weaving brocades for 
more than 117 years. And that 
the 40 weavers we saw in thé 
main building... many of them 
bent, wrinkled and grey, had 
been employed in that factory

assured us and a Japanese 
family will live “simply but 
comfortably” on it. : 

He took us to the buyers’ 
room to show us 4 masterpiece 
of finger weaving done by the 
oldest émployee of the firm. A 
wall hanging that had been 
worked, all by hand, on a loom 
with a roller nine to ten yards 
in length. 

It was a garden scene in 
muted pinks and blues, with 
hydrangeas, cool grey stones, a 
brilliant cock pheasant in bold 
relief and deep in the shadows 
the brown hen pheasant. There 
were many varients of color, 
perfectly blended to create the 
masterpiece. 

As with all finger weaving, 
the designer worked from the 
back, with his pattern placed 
below the threads. So, he had 
a year in which to wonder if he 
had made atif“Mistakes. 

“It is perfect as you see,” 
Shinji said proudly, “and it is 
now valued at a million yen 
(more, than $3,000) 

“But you realize that our 
weavers -must be good,” he re- 
minded us,” a mistake can be a 
great loss to the firm.” 

The same story with its own 
special variations is repeated 
when you discover the lane of 
the Damascene artists, Again 
the small factories where’ ap- 
prentices are trained and later 
allowed to do piece work in 
their own homes. Long years of 
apprenticeship (there are seven 
steps in the making of Dama- 
scene and each step takes a 
year to learn) followed by 
steady work in which a good 
artist makes in this case... 
about 25,0000 yen a 
(about $70). You see, it takes 
more than a week to make a 
simple pair of earrings 

A . wood block print 
plain Christmas card goes 
through seven hand processes 
and takes a week to complete 
And the potter's wheel turns 
many times to produce six or 
eight ceremonial tea bowls 

But no one complains. These 
workers, artists in their various 
crafts, sit close over their work, 
heads bent until their eves are 
sometimes only inches 
their hands 

There is no hurry no im 
patience to be finished (the 
average day in each case is eight 
hours)

They saw “a dream world ma- 
jestic and enthralling” in a fer- 
tile valley nearly 200 miles long

The Nahanni River, a-fast but 
shallow: stream, flows through 
two canyons in the valley, one 
of, them 3,000 feet high. Its 
apectacilary Scerile attractions in 
clude Virginia Falls, with a 

& ‘drop of nearly 316 feet 

Notorious for its unsolved 
murders, which gave Nahanni 
fits “Headless Valley” title, 10 
persons have died mysteriously 
there in the past 48 years. Three 
men were shot by outlaws and 
beheaded by wolves. Seven oth- 
ers, including one woman, met 
@eath by.misadventure. * 

The only white man in- the 
valley, Chicago-born Gustave 
Kraus, who has an Indian wife, 
has been in the Nahanni since 
1934. The last city he saw was 
Regina, Sask. 

NEVER COMING OUT 

“I'm never cdming out,” he 
said, “not unless I make a mil- 
lion and can live in style.” 

Because of a few hot springs 
in the valley, vegetation is lush 
and gardens thrive. 

Kraus said he left some small 
potatoes in the ground one fall, 


Legends of blood-thirsty Indi 
ans threw a curtain of fear over 
the valley. for years, but the 
stories have been proven false 
They ‘probably arose in specula 
tidn to account for the deaths of 
hunters who went into the area 
and were never seen again 

It is now believed most of the 
deaths were due to hunting mis- 
haps, drownings, or other ex- 
plainable causes. Some skele- 
tons have been recovered mints 
their heads, and their bodies 
fell prey to wolves and bears 

With. the relentless’ march: of 
civilization into the northland, 
it is now expected the Nahanni 
will some day become a tourist 
attraction.
